(Editorial: Upgrading the Capabilities for Organization and Command of 
Local Military Agencies") 


(Text) Im the war fought to defend the fatherland in our country, local 
people's warfare is one of the two fundamental media of armed struggle. 
Local people's warfare combines closely with warfare by mobile main-force 
unite to form an integrated strength on a country-wide scale as well as 

for each strategic effort, which is capable of defeating a)1l aggressive 
enemies. Compared to the previous war of liberation, in today's war in 
defense of the fatherland, with the new posture and forces of all localities 
taking part in our country's general disposition for defense, local people's 
warfare possesses a tremendous combat strength. 


The very important position and role of local people's warfare is posing 
new, extremely great demands on ovr local military task and local military 
agencies at all echelons. A local military agency does not simply perform 
the mission of assisting the party committee in implementing, transmitting, 
and providing professional guidance on, military tasks for subordinates 

to perform their rear service tasks, recruit, and build reserve forces; it 
must aleo truly be an effective staff agency for the party committee, the 
combat command agency which directly organizes and prosecutes local people's 
warfare to success and build local armed forces. 


In the new situation, local military agencies gust have the skills and 
capabilities to effectively carry out the building of national defense 

plane and to wage local people's warfare; they muet be capable of organizing 
and directing battles and defense, offensive, and counteroffensive campaigns 
conducted on a medium and small scale by local armed forces; at the same 
time, they must be able to organize and direct combined operations with and 
provide combat support for, main force units developing their activities 

on the local site. 


Therefore, upgrading the command and organizationa’ abilities of local 
military agencies at all levels now is an objective requirement, a pressing 











need. If we do not upgrade the command and organizational abilities of 

local military agencies, then all aspects of local military activity and 

all che elements that make up the local combat strength would merely be 
implemented in the style of a mass movement and cannot turn into an organized 
atrength; @any military activities in the locality would then be easily 
subjected to duplication or omission, which causes waste and does not bring 
about practical results. 


During the past, local military agencies at all levels have been strengihened 
with cadres and have gradually improved in organization. In certain places, 
however, the operational effectiveness of local military agencies is still 
low and their command and organizational abilities, still limited in 

several aspects. in order to fulfill their mission and meet the new re- 
quirements that are being posed for the immediate and longer term, local 
military agencies at every level and every place should take the initiative 
and be very active and determined in training cadres and upgrading their 
operation and command effectiveness according to subjects and plans devised 
by higher authorities. They should study these subjects and plans thoroughly 
and apply them immediately to the task of organization and command in order 
to form a command machinery reaching down to the primary level and build 

a good combat disposition and the forces for local people's warfare. 

Pacty committees and local authorities should endeavor to create favorable 
conditions, and higher level agencies should always reach down, reinforce, 
aoc seeist to make it possible for local military agencies to study and 

trein and upgrade their organizational and command abilities in a manner 
ceoneictent with the substance and requirements of combat and with local 
reslictes. 


‘ice che encompassing and large scale development of local armed forces, 
with the ever increasing quantity and quality of weapons and equipment, 
enc with the high demand for combat and combined operations with many com- 
bet arme, units, and forces on the local site, local military agencies 
must perticulerly devote themselves to upgrading their ability for con- 
centrated, unified, scientific command, carrying out correctly and perma- 
eatiy all standing procedures of command, discipline, and combat readiness, 
od forging for themselves a regular-force command style, precise and 
_ected to careful planning. In normal times, local military agencies 
from the village, district to the province and city level gust always be 
in full control of the mission, combat capabilities, weapons and equipment 
of all combat and combat support forces in their localities and train their 
coumand machineries until they are completely familiar with combat plans 
already laid out. In combat, every cadre as well as the entire local 
military agency Must stay firm in their combat command position in order to 
direct the local troops and people to fight until success. 


improving the organization and enhancing the quality of local military 
agencies is a long process. But what needs to be done is that after making 
‘rrangemests to bring their cadre ranks up to strength, we have to endeavor

{Text} On an early morning in late 1979, Mr Cuu went out to hoe the piece 
of land in front of his house, working feverishly to plant cassava because 
he had to go to work in the morning.

They stopped and told him: "We are 
soldiers, we'd appreciate it if you could put us up for a few days of rest". 
Because it was still dark, he could only see three silhouettes through 
their black pyjamas. Being asked for accommodation and seeing that their 
gestures were somewhat nervous, he became suspicious. But to better make 
out who they were, he stopped working and exchanged small talks with them 
while wetting for daybreak.

While 
continuing to chet in a very friendly manner, he was also figuring out how 
to handle them. He invited them in, and when they inquired about some 
place to eat, he directed them to a restaurant nearby. Taking advantage of 
this break, he rapidly slipped out to inform local authorities. The three 
crangers came back to the house after taking their meals. 


Twenty minutes later, a hamlet public security comrade and two village 
militie showed up. One comrade went in and asked the three “soldiers” to 
let him see their papers. The man holding the rifle said: "We are soldiers. 
You local people cannot see our papers”. As he finished speaking, this 
man held his rifle up and shot at the militia comrade. With lightning 
speed, the militia comrade swept the rifle muzzle aside with his hand. A 
volley of gunfire exploded, the militia comrade was slightly wounded in 
the thigh, but he calmly extinguished the sunfire at once. Seeing that 
his companion had fallen, the second man lurged forward in an attempt to 
take the rifle back but he was immediately punished by our militia. The 
remining stranger surrendered upon this.

_ Text) In the process of construction, combat and growth, the 
people's armed forces have had a relatively perfect system 

of schools for training junior officers, including the Army 
Officer School, the Political Officer School and the officer 
schools of the services and branches. Army Officer School 1 
is a school for junior officers. It was the first school 
established by our army and has, together with the other 
officer schools, trained tens of thousands of detachment 
command cadres for the units and battlefields and satisfied 
the construction and combat requirements of the entire army. 
Today, the construction, combat readiness and combat tasks of 
the people's armed forces are generating new urgent require- 
ments for training junior officers. 


funior officers are the qateway to the officer ranks; they 
are the activist force for building primary units, platoons 
ana companies and they directly train, command and manage the 
noncommissioned officers and soldiers. They are the source 
‘or training the middle and high-echelon command cadres of the 
entire army. As the army becomes a regular and more modern 

wy, the quality of the cadres must rise. Junior officers, 
regardless of whether they are a commanding officer in a 
joint service or in a technical branch or whether they are 
po itical officers must receive training in all respects, they 
must have capabilities and political quality, tney must have 
culturai and scientific knowledge, they must understand modern 
military techniques, they must be masters of and be able to 
satisfactorily and effectively use the equipment and 
weapons, they must have the ability to command and guide the 
troops, they must have large industry behavior and they must 
have good health. Outstanding noncommissioned officers and 























soldiers who have been in combat or who have supported 
combat can be selected to attend officer training schools; 
the students must study and train and be excellent in both 
theory:and practice. When they graduate, they must undertake 
their duties and train, command and manage units in combat, 
construction and productive labor. 


In order to improve the quality of the cadre training in the 
new situation, the most important task of the schools at 
present is to thoroughly understand and strictly implement 
the Political Bureau's resolution concerning educational 
reform in the military school system and satisfactorily carry 
out every task fiom revamping the organization to determining 
the curriculum and improving the erolaiae equipment. In this, 
particular attention must be -.\° to two key tasks: training 
instructors and improving the ceaching and study methods. 


ne quality of the instructors .s of decisive significance 
for improving the quality of the cadre training. Only if 
there are excellent instructors will the quality of the 
training be good. All instructors must be trained so they: 
have capabilities and political quality, are loyal and humble, 
heve a Spirit of being engrossed in their studies, grasp the 
political and military lines of the party, have all-round 

and specialized knowledge and a deep knowledge of the subject 
they teach, grasp the teaching methods, constantly keep in 
touch with the units and with combat reality, bear the 
difficulties in gaining experience, constantly improve their 
standards, fulfill their teaching and research duties, 
resclutely overcome the fear of difficulties, laziness in 


studying, conservatism and epiricism and follow the path 
in teaching. 


Training junior officers requires that the education principles 
of the party be thoroughly understood, that measures to 
improve the training methods be sought, that study and 
practice be constantly coordinated and that theory and 
practice be closely related.

Text | The state manages the economy and society thro a 
unified legal system composed of state rules, laws, principles, 
regulations and standards. In the state legal system, 

economic laws have an important positéon. They are tools for 
i\mlementing the economic lines and policies of the party, 

the state plans and the tasks that support socialist 
construction and the defense of the fatherland. They are 
important measures for strengthening state management, 
implementing the collective ownership rights of the laboring 
people, strengthening discipline and solidifying social order. 





Threugh the revolutionary periods, based on the constitution, 
the state has promulgated many legal documents. After the 
country achieved complete independence and was reunified and 
after the country advanced to socialism, based on a decision 
of the National Assembly, the state reexamined thousands 

of legal documents; 644 documents were publicly disclosed 

by the Council of Ministers in order to implement them 
uniformly throughout the country. After the Sixth Planum of 
the Party Central Committee, the state promulgated a series 
ofnew policies that strongly stimulated production activities; 
they began to generate a new enthusiasm among the laborers 

and contributed to stopping negative phenomena in society. The 
state is also reexaming the management policies and 

procedures currently in force. Implementing the directive 

of the Secretariat and the resolution of the Council o. 
Ministers, the Legislative Committee, together with the 
ministries and provincial and municipal people's committees, 
is reexamining the legal documents concerning management 
policies and procedures that are under the jurisdiction of the 
sectors and localities. As compared with the spirit of the

resolution of the Sixth Plenum of the Party Central Committee, 
there are still many regulations that are overly 

bureaueratic im mature; they limit production and business 
activities, they do not stimulate the laborers to produce 

and they contain 1 Oles that bad elements can exploit to 
carry On illegal activities. A number of documents have 

been promulgated without authority. Reality shows that there 
ace Valuable documents that must be strictly carried out. But 
Lhere are also documents that must be revoked, supplemented, 


corrected or remade so they are in accord with the new 
policies, 


The economic system is an important element in the national 
economic management mechanism. It reflects the economic 
requirements. If things are contrary to these requirements, 
the economic system will not be able to be implemented or it 
will have a neoative effect. Reexamin the economic 
systems provides an occasion for review the economic 
activities and evaluating the economic results by 

analyzing the effects of these systems in carrying on 
economic activities, especially at the primary level. From 
reality, this reexamination of things has had the effect of 
improving the management standards of the sector and 
eroviaed the ranks of cadres with managerial knowledge and 
capabilities. Reexamining old things and promptly systemati- 
zine the new policies and procedures is an immediate 
requirement aimed at solidifying and perfecting the laws, 
strengthening economic management and doing away with the 
Jispersed state of affairs and loose discipline.

CONFERENCE DISCUSSES GRAIN MOBIL* ZATION IN SOUTHERN VIETNAM 
Hanoi NHAN DAN in Vietnamese 13 Apr 680 pp 1, 4

(Text) Recently, in Ho Chi Minh City, the premier met with 
the chairmen of the provincial party committees and provincial 
people's committees from the previnces of Quang Nam-Da Nang 
on south, the ministers and the heads of the central 
committees and sectors concerned in order to transmit to 

them Resolution No 25 NQ/TU of 1 April 1980 from the Political 
Bureau of the Party Central Committee. The resolution 
concerned the grain problem and it summarized the 1979/1980 
tenth-month and winter-spring season grain mobilization 
activities of the southern provinces. 


On behaif of the premier, Do Muoi, an alternate member of the 
Political Bureau and vice premier, chaired the conference and 
directly communicated the spirit of the Political Bureau's 
resolution on "a mumber of policies and methods concerning 
the present grain problen.” 


The conference listened to a report by a representative from 
..e Ministry of Food that summarized grain mobilization in 
the southern provinces between December 1979 and March 1980 
and the specific tasks of this work in the coming period. 


Through discussing things and relating things to the real 

Situation in the localities, the conference expressed great 
unanimity with the resolution of the Political Bureau and, 
at the same time, affirmed the responsibility of the party 
committee echelons and authorities in strengthening leader- 
ship and quiding the strict implementation of the Political 
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Bureau's resolution. Immediately, efforts must be 
concentrated on satisfactorily planting the summer-autum 
and tenth-month crops, satisfactorily carrying out the 1979/ 
1°80 tenth-month and winter-spring grain mobilization 

tasks, managing the grain tightly and distributing the grain 
with a spirit of economizing es much as possible. The 
eonference reviewed and evaluated the results of the grain 
mobiligation activities of the past 3 months, began to 

draw out some of the lessons and determined measures with 
the aim of accelerating the rate of grain mobilization in 
the coming period. 


Ae of 31 March 1980, the provinces in former Nam Bo had 
fulfilled 41.3 percent of the planned quota for mobilizing 
centh-month and winter-spring grain; in this, agricultural 
tax _pegmanns fulfilled 44.8 percent of the planned quota. 
The nine provinces in the Mekong Delta fulfilled 40 percent 
of the tenth-month and winter-spring grain mobilization 
quotas. Provinces with good rates were: Cuu Long, 68.2 
percent; Kien Giang, 43.9 percent; An Giang, 41.9 percent; 
Minh Hai, 41.6 percent; song Be, 48 percent; and Ho Chi Minh 
city, 57.7 percent. As for Cuu Long Province, as of 20 March, 
i24,000 familes, which is 64.24 percent of the peasant 
families, 512 hamlets, 35 villages and one district had 
finished collecting the taxes and debts and purchasing grain 


for the tenth-month and winter-spring seasons and all of 
1980. 


Altho the above results have been achieved, the tasks 
remaining are very large, With a thoro understanding of 
the spirit of the resolution of the Political Bureau, the 
conference decided to assemble additional provincial, 
district and village cadres, organize them into work units 
and send them to the primary bases. At the same time, 
additional means and commodities will be assembled and an 
effort will be made during April and the first half of 

May 1980 to virtually fulfill the grain mo»vilization norms 
civen by the state. 


Reviewing the conference, Do Muoi made a profound analysis 
of the spirit and contents of the Political Bureau's 
resolution on the present grain problem. He clearly 
pointed out that we must fully realize the strategic 
importance of the grain problem for building and defending 
the fatherland and see the pressing requirements concerning 
the present grain problem. From this, there must be great 
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unanimity with the resolution of the Political Bureau and 
great determiniation and positive measures in organizing 
and guiding things and implementing the resolution with the 
aim of creating a change in production and in the nobiliza- 
tion and distribution of grain. 


To firmly solve the grain problem, the most important 
measure is to step up agricuatural production. The immediate 
thing is to carry on summer-autumn and tenth-month 
production with the determination to overcome every 
difficulty in order to fulfill the 1980 grain yield norms. 
As for the provinces in former Nam Bo, besides maintaining 
the existing area, they must strive to reclaim additional 
wasteland and gradually make innovations in farming 
techniques in order to increase = yields. Al with 
producing rice, attention must be given to producing various 
types of short-term vegetables and subsidiary food crops and 
increasing the percentage of subsidiary food crops in the 
food ration. The agencies, enterprises, army units and 
people living in the cities must, based on the specific 
conditions, satisfactorily organize an increase in 
production and strive to be self-sufficient in grain for a 
few months in order to contribute to reducing the 
diffreulties for the state. The state, with its capabilities, 
will strive to supply gasoline, oil, fertilizer, insecticides 
and co on. But, on the othe hand, the provinces, districts, 
villages, cooperatives and production companies must manage 
the materials supplied in a satisfactory way and use them 
rationally; they must not allow the materials to be lost 

or used for trading and speculation. The central ministries 
and sectors must, besides sending the materials to support 
agriculture on schedule, provide additional cadres to help 
the localities guide production. 


o the process of guiding production, attention must be 
given to solidifying and perfecting production relationships 
‘nd carrying on land reform where necessary. Along with 
solidifying and improving the quality of the existing 
cooperatives and production companies, additional coopera- 
tives and production companies of appropriate size and 

form must be built in the places that do not have 
cooperatives and production companies. 


Concerning grain mobilization in the southern provinces, Vice 
Premier Do Muoi abserved that while a great effort has been 
made, the mobilization results of the past months are still 
poor aS compared with the norms and production results. 
Because of this, the remaining tasks are very heavy. We must 
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strive to mobilize as much grain as possible in order to 
satisfy the grain needs of society. To do this, the local- 
ities must concentrate their efforts on virtually fulfilling 
the tenth-month and winter-spring grain mobilization plans 
by the middle of May 1960. The provinces that have done a 
good job must make an effort to finish things, the sooner 
the better. The provinces that have fulfilled only a small 
percent of the quota must urgently mobilize the remaining 
amounts during thecoming months. Besides this, a proper... 
amount of attention must be given to purchasing, processing 
and distributing subsidiary food crops. The state farms and 
army farms must closely manage the products and fully imple 
ment the system of turning over products to the state. 





In mobilizing ee it must be ensured that adequate taxes 
are collected in accord with the policies and tax books for 
1980 and remaining past years. Recently, a number of places 
did not prepare the tax books in accord with the policies 
or they set agricultural tax stipulations contrary to state 
laws, made broad reductions and arbitrarily cancelled debts. 
As for a number of cadres and party members who lack models 
in setting agricultural taxes, the primary bases have not 
struggled actively, made criticisms or handled things 
promptiy. The agricultural tax policies of the state are 
very fair and rational. Because of this, each person who 
uses land is obligated to contribute. The negative 
phenomena mentioned above must be overcome soon in order to 
ensure that the taxes are collected in accord with the 
policies and to achieve satisfactory results. 


The debts that the peasants have incurred with the state 
must be paid. If there are difficulties, the matter must 
be examined specifically and the debts must be carried over 
to the next season. When collecting debts, education and 
persuasion are best but when necessary Article 34 of the 
Agricultural Tax Statutes must be used in order to punish 
those people who can but do not pay their debts. 


Along with collecting taxes and debts, the localities must 
do a better job in purchasing thi through using the 
two-way economic contracts and mobilize the peasahts to sel) 
the surplus paddy to the state at the prices agreed on. 


in order to carry on purchasing satisfactorily, the state 
has reserved a quantity of materials and commodities for 
shipment to the localities. One problem is that these 
materials and commodities must be safeguarded really 
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carefully so that they are not lost or damaged; they must be 
distributed directly to the consumers and the sale of goods 
in return for paddy must be carried on in accord with the 
stipulations. 2 


Along with mobilization, grain distribution must be 

managed will with a spirit of economizing strictly in 
consumption. The laws promulgated that prohibit the brewing 
of moonshine must be strictly enforced; at the same time, the 
people must be encouraged to use the grain rationally and 
not use the grain wastefully during summer festivals, 
weddings or funerals and to limit noodle and cake business 
operations and the opening of restaurants. The grain sector 
and the various echelon authorities must regularly inspect 
grain distribution, ensure thatthe grain is distributed in 
accord with the policies and to the correct people and put a 


stop to people making false population reports in order to 
obtain state grain. 


Speaking about the problem of managing the markets, Vice 
Premier Do Muoi pointed out clearly that the state has made 
it convenient for the peasants, ofter they have fulfilled 
their orain obligation, to use the remaining paddy, sell it 
to the state at the price agreed on or exchange it at the 
local market. The grain sector must make an effort to control 
most of the = and commodities in order to satisfy the 
needs of society. Immediately, wherever the grain sector is 
not able to carry things out, the state will allow a number 
of small traders to engage in grain operations but they must 
register, pay the industrial-commercial tax and be willing to 
be managed and inspected by the local grain agency. The 

grain sector and the sectors concerned must do a better job 
of managing the markets at the source and promptly discover 


and harshly punish those people who speculate in, hoard and 
steal grain. 


Vice Premier Do Muoi particularly stressed the importance of 
organizing and guiding grain production and mobilization in 
accord with the spirit of the resolution of the Political 
Bureau. The experiences of the localities that have done a 
good job in producing and mobilizing grain show that 
organization and guidance must be done in an urgent, 
resolute, timely, specific and creative way -- from 
thoroughly understanding, concretizing and implementing 

the policies to mobilizing cadres and preparing the material 
pases -- in order to complete the tasks and review and draw 
out the lessons. With every specific problem, organization 
and gyi dance must stipulate the steps to take and suitable 
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A number of provinces in the Mekong Delta <ecently achieved 
good results in mobilizing grain because of having promptly 
learned the lessons concern organization and guidance. 
Th ave attention to education in order to understand the 
policies thoro y and implement them correctly and to make 
contributions fairly and rationally. They closely coordinated 
the collection of taxes and debts and the purchase of grain. 
They carried on the “three collections” and, at the same 
cime, encouraged production and built cooperatives and 
eroduction companies. They carried on political education 
in coordination with [education concerning] economics and 
organization. They transfermed the districts first and then 
transformed the villages and they transformed things within 
the party before turning to matters among the masses. They 
concluded things among the key households and hamlets and, 
from this, created a basis for concluding things among the 
remaining hamelts and villages. They launched the masses 
having a serious attitude in relation to those families that 
are able but shamelessly refuse to fulfill their grain 
obligations. 


These are the good lessons concerning organization and 
guidance that must be studied and applied even more 
widespreadly. 


Vice Premier Do Muoi concluded [by saying that) more than at 
any other time, each person, with his responsibilities, must, 
together with the state, contribute as actively as possile to 
satisfactorily solving the grain problem. With this spirit, 
the resolution of the Political Bureau must become the 
revolutionary operational guideline for the whole country 

on the agricultural production and grain mobilization fronts. 
With *his spirit, the party committee echelons, the 
authorities and the sectors must immediately improve and 
strengthen their guidance in an urgent, all-round, profound 
and continuous way with the aim of quickly satisfying the 
grain requirements for socialist construction and for 
defending our socialist fatherland and stabilizing the

AUGMENTATION OF INCOME SOURCES, REDUCTION IN EXPENDITURES URGED 
Henot NHAN DAN in Vietnamese :) Mar 80 p 1 
(Editorial: “Increasing Sources of Income, Curbing Expenses") 


[Text] State plans for 1980 clearly point out that the urgent mission of 
our financial and monetary work is to positively exploit all sources of 
capital, provide all requirements of the national economy, step up produc- 
tion, and achieve high economic efficiency in development in order to 
contribute to the stabilization of the people's living. Realizing a balance 
between revenues and expenditures for the budget and gradually stabilizing 
our finances and money is a very important objective to strive for. 


For the past several years, the common difficulties of our economy have had 
a direct impact on receiving and spending activities and the implementation 
of the Scate's budget. The provider's approach to management and administra- 
tion has led to many negative phenomena: the habit of being dependent on 
the State's allotments, doing business without setting a goal, without 
consideration as to its economic efficiency, receipte not meeting expendi- 
tures, etc. Capital revolves slowly, as a result; many fixed assets 

cannot develop their effect in imcomplete construction works; mobile assets 
are tied up in supply depots; commodities are of inferior quality, and 
their turnover, slow; State supplies are either lost or sold in great quan- 
“ities without being matched by receipts in kind or in cash. Labor produc- 
tivity and gross social product in general grow too slowly while expenditures 
in labor and supplies are rising fast, which curtails our financial revenue 
sources. Therefore, in order to ensure budgetary and monetary balance in 

a positive manner, the decisive thing is to endeavor to step up production, 
increase labor productivity, manufacture products of high utility value 

at minimum cost, and at the same time well organize the collecting and 
purchasing of goods and the control of their sources while ensuring that 
allocated supplies and goods reach the prodicers and the consumers. On 
thet basis, we must increase sources of income and curtail expenditures 

for the budget. 


Of immediate concern, in conjunction with the implementation of measures 
to step up production development, improve and expand circulation and 
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dietribution to keeping with the epirit of the resolution of the sixth 
plenum of the Party Central Committee, we need to etrengthen the management 
of income sources and well organize receipte in finance. Each sector, each 
echelon, and each primary unit a1) have the responsibility to exploit income 
eources and carry owt the task of revenue collection to the best of their 
ability. All eyeteme of warehouse storage, vault storage, cash receipte 
and payments, Liquidation, debt collection, etc. must be etrictly carried 
out. Law should be hightened im receipte and payments for the State budget, 
in collecting agricultural, industrial, and business taxes, and they should 
be collected adequately and in accordance with policies. 


Going hand in hand with the increase of income sources ie the curtailment 
of expenditures. Financial sanagement quet eneure strict implementation 
of the expenditure reduction ,seyetem, firet and foremost with regard to big 
expenditures in basic construction, budgetary and cash outlays in the armed 
forces and in the area of operating adminsitration. Management should be 
tightened on the use of labor, supplies, raw materiale, fuele, and invest~- 
ments in production and business sectore; fighting against corruption, 
thefte, and waste and striving to lower cost, reduce circulation expenses 
are a)l saving measures of positive significance. Saving on expenditures 
does not imply that we should not epend appropriately for the pressing 
requirements of production and livelihood, which are the expenditures that 
result in bigh economic efficiency; on the contrary, it means delaying, 
reducing, or stopping altogether those expenditures that do not bring about 
any practical economic usefulness, such as the purchase of properties, 
implemente, or equipment that are not really necessary or of an ostentatious, 
formal nature. The State's system of cash receipte and payments must be 
etrictly enforced. In conjunction with the active sobilization of the 
people's unused sums of goney into savings funds, we should expand the 
system of cashless settlements among sectore, agencies, and state-operated 
end collective production unite. The sanagement of receipts and payments 
io foreign currency should be strengthened on the basis of promoting the 
responsibility of sectors and echelons in the effective use of foreign 
currency, and making the responsibility of using and spending foreign 
currency solidary with the responsibility of earning it. 





P gancial and Sonetery Sanagement is «a complex task that is done in all 
fields, all places, at all times, and it is inseparable from production, 
business, and service activities.

IMPORTANCE OF CONSERVING GRAIN DISCUSSED

[Text | Grain production in our country, calculated on a per 
capita basis, is still low. Bach year, the state must import 
additional phe es in order to satisfy the consumer needs of 
the non-agricultural production zones and lend assistance to 
the regéons that had poor harvests. The loss of balance 
concerning grain has become worse not only because 

production has expanded slowly and grain mobilization has 

not been done well but also because e spirit of economizing 
has not been manifested in consumption. The localities that 
specialize in growing subsidiary food crops have not 
organized the processing well and few subsidiary foas 

crops are a part of the meals. In the regions that produce 
much rice, especially in the inces in the Mekong Delta, 
wasting of grain is still ra widespread. For example, 

too much rice is used to make noodles and cakes and raise 
livestock and excessive amounts are consumed during festivals, 
wecdings, funerals and so on. Great waste occurs from brewing 
Liquor. Some hamlets have dozens of stills, some villages 
have hundreds of stills and some districts thousands; the 
amount of paddy wasted each year is to the amount of 
paddy obligated to the state. Along with this, management 
.2 poor and theft is widespread during storing, shipment 
and distribution and a notable amount of grain is damaged 
and lost. 















In order to solve the grain problem, for the immediate 
period as well as for the long term, the only way to solve 
this problem is to step up production and ee in 
consumption. With the amount of grain produced at present, 
managing distribution and consumption ——. can reduce 
the tenseness. Producing grain is not easy; it requires 
time and certain material and technical conditions but 
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economizing in consumption is not difficult and can be 
carried on at all times and in all places. We can begin by 
resolutely putting an end to waste and develop a diligent 
and thrifty way of life. The laws prohibitiag. the brewing of 
moonshine must be strictly enforced. Paddy must be wed only 
for the essatial needs life. Excessive consumption must 
be reduced. The various types of subsidiary food must 
be processed well in order to include them in the daily meals 


and s public dining. In animal husbandry, the way to 














the amount of) livestock feed is to use les, 
subsidiary food crops, ogricultural by-products synthetic 
feed; the raising of types of Livestock that do not eat 
grain, or that eat«very little grain, must be expanded. In 
the zones that the state provides grain to, an ef*ective 
economization measure is to clesely inspect the implementation 
of the standards and norms, not allow unit to make false 
r@ports concerning the number of people the unit and not 
allow any individual to receive more than his share. Cases 

of fraud and theft must be st and properly punished. 
issuing and storing grain must done accord with the 
procedure stipulated. Whoever works without a sense of 
responsibility or violates the principles, so that damage 


to or loss of grain results, is responsible to the state for 
the materials. 








in the agricultural sector, the state rantees the 
peasants the freedom, efter they have fulfilled their 
obligations, to useand circulate the remaining grain. But 
the grain markets must be sanaged tightly. The state grain 
sector must strive to control most of the grain and 
commodities in order to distribute them in an organized and 
planned way to satisfy social needs. But for the preset, 
the state will allow a number of people to continue selling 
grain with the condition that they must receive ion 
and register their business operations, pay the industrial- 
commercial tax in accord with the policies and consent to 
having the local grain agencies manage and inspect things 
concerning prices and the setting of norms for storing and 
circulating grain.

DISTRICT LEVEL AGRICULTURAL PRODUCTION PLANNING

| Text! Recently there has been a meeting held in Ho Chi Minh City between 
the government planning guidance group working in the eastern provinces 

of South Vietnam and in the Mekong Delta on the one hand and the comrades 
chairmen of provincial people's committees, the comrade directors of the 
planning committees, the heads of agricultural services in the area prov- 
inces and representatives of related sectors on the other so as to go over 
the agricultural production development planning at the district level 
down to the graseroot level in accordance with the spirit of Directive 
359/TTg dated 9 November 1979 of the Standing Committee of the Council of 
“{nisters and co discuss preparations for the summer-autumn crop of 1980. 


Comrade Pham Hung, Politburo member of the Party Central Committee and 
Deputy Prime Minister, presided at the conference. 


Generally epeaking, many provinces have made efforts to concentrate the 
«uidance work on communicating well from the provincial and district level 
down to che grassroot level the content of Directive 359 anc the talk given 
»y Comrade Pham Hung at the last regional conference, on making projections 
or the 1980 plane and on discussing measures to proceed with the review 

of 1980 plans from the grassroot level up, on mobilizing the cadres from 
verious sectors at the province level so that they can help the districts 
besides the 250 professional cadres of the Ministry of Agriculture sent 
down to assist the various localities. According to the reporte which 
contain concrete numbers, in 1008 villages in 8 provinces 646 villages 

(or 646 percent) have had provincial and district cadres come down and help 
in the guidance at the graseroot level and in the review of the plans. 


The drafting of the 1980 plane was discussed among the main cadres of the 
villages and hamlete and the cadres belonging to the production collectives. 
In some localities the best local producers were called into a meeting and 
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told clearly the requirements of the country so that the people could 
directly participate in the discussion of measures to boost up agricul- 
tural production, especially the production of food. In Hau Giang Prov- 
ince almost 50 percent of the villages (70 villages out of 152 villages 
and neighborhoods) consulted with the people and in Tien Giang Province 
amost 15,000 persons participated in the hamlet level meetings called ro 
diacuse the 1980 plane. 


The localities have discussed the utilization of soil, labor, material 

and technological capabilities in order to struggle and attain the planned 
norms. Good examples dealing with the production of organic fertilizer, 
with the utilisation of scoops and norias in order to economize fuel, etc. 
have been found in many localities. All these results, however, only 
constitute the first step. 


In recapping the conference, Deputy Prime Minister Pham Hung reiterated 
the requirements and objectives of the present work. He also stressed 
chat this represented an important measure in the realization of the Sixth 
Party Central Committee Plenum Resolution, while it was at the same time 

a new task with which the localities are still unfamiliar, especially in 
the case of the district and grassroot bases in the South. 


The Deputy Prime Minister said that the content of the plans drafted from 
the grassroot level, which may see some targets raised or others reduced 
as compared to the level of temporary assignments by the State and thus 
calle for readjustments here and there, as a whole shows auch positive 
and realistic thinking. This first of all will bring about credibility, 
enthusiasm and the cadres’ responsible handling at all echelons of the 
process of building and organizing the realization of the plans. 


Comrade Pham Hung reminded the conference: "The economic and cultural 
development plan constitutes the second program of the Party. To plan 
well will be the first and most important link in the chain, but it is 
even more important to organize the realization of the plan. The system- 
atic way of realizing the plan at each locality must be based on: first, 
the present soil, labor and material means capabilities of the locality 
and the people's capacity in terms of capital goods, capital accumula- 
tion, laboring power, production experience and skills, considered at 

the present time (this is very important since in the people's potentia- 
lities in the Mekong Delta provinces in particular are extremely great); 
second, the assistance of the State in the provision of main capital goods 
and technological power which the localities are unable to provide for 
themselves, in the assignment of specialized and professional cadres, in 
the promulgation of policies and regimes concerned with economic manage- 
ment. This last consideration is very important since it is the essential 
way in which the gevernmeat of the proletariat guides the national econ- 
omy in the direction of the State Plan, thus giving concrete expression 

to the economic alliance between the farmers and the workers, giving con- 
crete expression to the relationship between the cities and the country- 
side.” 
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The requirement of a plan is first of all that it be balanced and solid. 
One must give much thought and find out all means to balance it on the 
level of the province, of the district, of the grassroot unit. And the 
all important balance must be between industry and agriculture. 


Ac the level of each province there has not been adequate attention paid 
to thie balance. The provincial industries sometimes are still limping, 
the mechanical equipment of the province still limited and unable to sup- 
port the agriculture. Within agriculture iteelf there must be balance 
between cultivation and stockbreeding, between the food crops on the one 
hand and industrial and export crops on the other, between cattle raising 
and the raising of small domestic animals. For that reason the plans 
must be balanced at every step in a positive and solid manner. 


As for the immediate taske confronting us, the Deputy Prime Minister said: 
The summer-autumn 1980 production crop has special importance in the con- 
text of the whole country still having many difficulties on the food pro- 
duction front. We must make good preparations for rice growing, for the 
secondary crops and for the industrial crops. We must first of all gua- 
rantee that there be water for irrigation and quick maturing seeds, and 
we must guarantee that the seed be sown and transplanted at the correct 
time. The comrade held up the initial results of Tien Giang Province 
which planted soja bean in the rice fields, growing it in between two rice 
crops and achieving a high productivity (1.5 to 2 tons per hectare), thus 
opening up great potentialities for increasing the soja crop multiplica- 
tion area, producing new commoditiesiwhile reconditioning the land.

REORGANIZATION OF COOPERATIVES IN HA NAM NINH DISCUSSED 
Hanoi NHAN DAN in Vietnamese 7 Apr 80 p 2

Carrying on the movement to reorganize production and 
improve management, during the past » in Ha Nam Ninh 
many cooperatives have expanded in size. The Giao An and Giao 
Thanh atives in Xuan Thuy district are represetative 
of those in the coastal delta areas; the My Tho cooperative 
in Binh Luc district is representative of those in the 
marshy, fifth-month rice delta areas; and the Khanh Phu 
cooperative in Tam Diep district is representative of those 
in the rice, subsidiary food crops and industrial crops 
areas. The size of all of these cooperatives is between 

300 and 400 hectares of farmland. For many Ss, these 
cooperatives have been in a progressive position concerning 
all aspects of the province. Many other cooperatives of 
suitable size have manifested and are manifesting a good 
effect. However, there are still many districts and 
cooperatives that have a very simple concept of large-scale 
production. They feel that in advancing to ay 
socialist production, above all, many cooperatives must be 
joined together according to the rules of addition. This 
erroneous understanding leads to formalism and impetuosity 
and to slighting the necessary conditions that were clearl 
pointed out in the resolution of the 22nd Plenum (3rd term 
of the Party Central Committee, in Council of Ministers’ 
Resolution 61-CP and in Circular 335 TT/TU of the 
Secretariat of the Party Central Committee concerning 
expanding the size of the cooperatives. 











Because of moving too slowly, many cooperatives are, because 
of their size, beyond the management capabilities of the 
primary level cadres. It can be said that, after Nghe Tinh, 


Ha Nam Ninh has more large-scale cooperatives than any other 
province in northern Vietnam, 


In 1976, there were 669 cooperatives with 5,233 production 
units. Bach cooperative had 300 hectares and each 
production unit had 35-40 hectares of farmland. By the 

end of 1978 and the beginning of 1979, a number of 
cooperatives had been combined to form large-scale 
cooperatives and there were only 457 cooperatives with 
4,900 production units. Thus, concerning size, on the 
average each cooperative had almost 500 hectares, an 
increase of almost 200 hectares as compared with previous 
years, and each production unit had almost 50 hectares, an 
increase of more than 10 hectares. The size of the coopera- 
tives and 1 production units increased too quickly. 
Eighteen of the 36 cooperatives in Nam Ninh district had more 
than 500 hectares of farmland. There were even some coopera- 
tives that were too large, such as the Son cooperative 
in Nam Ninh district, which had more than 1,000 hectares and 
almost 4,000 laborers; the Chau Giang cooperative in Duy 
Tien district with 976 hectares; the Trang An cooperative 

in Binh Luc district with 869 hectares; and the Hien Khanh 
cooperative in Vu Ban district with 785 hectares. As of the 
middle of March 1980, there were 11 cooperatives, 2.5 
percent of the total number of agricultural cooperatives, 
with a size of less than 100 hectares; there were 51 
cooperatives, 11.6 percent, with a size of between 101 and 
320 hectares; there were 240 cooperatives, 54.6 percent, 
between 300 and 500 hectares; and there were 137 cooperatives, 
31.23 percent, between 501 and 1,000 hectares. Of the 439 
cooperatives, 407 were all-village size cooperatives. 


The cooperatives have swollen in size and the management 
boards cannot grasp the land situation and they cannot 

manage the laborers and, because of this, it has been 
a to have specialized cadre forces to provide help, 
many additional cadres and party members have had to be 
included in the apparatus and the number of indirect laborers 
and large organizations have had to be increased but the 
results have still been poor. At the large-scale cooperatives, 
there are at least 70 to 80 indirect cadres. The mana 
apparatus of the Tan Thinh cooperative in Nam Ninh district 
alone has 200 people. Because of organizing things this way, 
many cadres and party members have been able to avoid direct 


























labor and stay far from the masses; bureaucratism, 
commandism and other negative aspects have arisen and grown 
and made it impossible to solidify the production 
relationships at each cooperative. The cooperatives have 
not maintained systematic and synchronized economic 
management; the functions and tasks of each element in 

the cooperativesare not specific and things are slanted; 
and much demand and supply is not in accord with the 
management standards of the present cadres. Before they 
merged, many cooperatives were excellent intensive rice 
cultivation units with high yields, expanded business 
operations and a stable standard of living but after they 
merged to form a very large funie). the movements declined. 
Kim Thanh district formerly fairly all-round 
cooperatives such as the Le Ho and Khuyen Cong cooperatives, 
which were the leaders in the district (former Kim Bang 
district). After the cooperatives merged to form a large 
scale cooperative, the production movement and the 
cooperativization movement in the district gradually 
declined. Since 1976, Kim Thanh has never had a yield of 

5 tons of paddy per hectare per year. The size of the rice 
yields depends on many factors, among which are the fact that 
the cooperatives are too large and they are beyond the 
management capabilities and, because of this, the crops are 
late in being planted and “schedules” and “ripeness” are 
not maintained. 


The classification tables for 319 agricultural eratives 
in 11 districts in the various regions in the province show 
that the good and progressive cooperatives are (with the 
exception of a few units with a size exceeding 500 hectares 
of farmland) usually cooperatives with a size of between 
300 and 400 hectares of fa: aland. There are inferior 
cooperatives of all sizes but usually they are large-scale 
units (approximately 500 hectares of farmland on up). 


There are many reasons why cooperatives are good, progressive 
cooperatives or inferior cooperatives. Some cooperatives are 
inferior and poor even though they are less than 300 

)ectares in size and even th the material and technical 
base and the production conditions are rather favorable 
because of the fact that the management capabilities of the 
lead cadres are weak, there is no internal solidarity, 
there is partialism (my brother's village, my ore and 
there is encroachment on the collective ownership rights 

of the masses.

Some cooperatives, although having a capable leadership 
organizat‘on that has revolutionary quality, lack a material 
and technical base and, because of this, the expansion in 
size is not connected to reorganizing production and 
improving management and, therefore, guidance methods are 
very confused, especially when difficulties concerning the 
weather are encountered or there are shortages of t ical 
materials, and production declines continuously. The real 
lesson of the progressive examples such as Giao An, Tho, 
Khanh Phu and the many good cooperatives in the province show 
that these units have created ranks of cadres who have 
quality, morals and capabilities and they have 
built fairly perfect material and technical bases, created 
an —) 7 strength and maintained and expanded 
production and business activities, achieving good results. 





In the present conditions in the province, a suitable size 
for the cooperatives is between 300 and 400 hectares of 
farmland and 1,200 to 1,500 laborers. 


As For Very Large Cooperatives 


\ problem that has arisen is that, at present, the province 
has more than 100 large-scale cooperatives 500 to 1,000 
heetares in size. How is this problem to be solved? The 
resolution of the provincial party organization congress, 
second term, states that the “excessively ore cooperatives 
that do not have adequate managment capabilities and that 
are having prod ction difficulties must be reorganized; the 
production sectors must be reorganized and closely related 
to the distribution of labor forces in order to 

business operations; attention must be given to solidifying 
the primary production units having a oles of approximately 
50 to 60 laborers and 25 to 30 hectares of farmland.” 


implementing the above resolution, recently, a number of 
sectors concerned from the province to the districts 
especially the provincial party committee agricultural 
committee and the agricultural service) sent cadres to work 
with the standing committees of the district party committees 
to inspect, analyze and evaluate each cooperative after the 
mergers in order to have suitable consolidation measures. 
The requirements of cooperative reorganization are aimed 

at promoting expanded icultural production, strengthening 
and solidifying production relationships, preserving and 
satisfactorily exploiting the achievements already scored by 
the cooperatives, satisfactorily protecting collective 
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property and, on the other hand, —E 2 the ranks 
of leading cadres, maintaining solidarity within the 
party organizations and among the masses and overcoming 
localism and partialism. 


The guideline for carrying on the reorganization of the 
cooperatives is “seriously, resolutely, tensely and firmly 
maintain democracy and manifest the collective ownership 
rights of the masses." 


The policies for carrying on a reorganization of the hen | 
large but inferior cooperatives were made by making specific 
plans and clearly setting tasks for each echelon, sector 
and primary level installation. 


As for the province and districts, when carrying on the 


reorganization of the cooperatives, each of the following 
steps must be carried out: 


Step one: Things must be studied and cooperative 
reorganization plans must be made. Leading and professional 
cadres must be selected and given ve concernin 
management. Things must be checked and trial — —e— 
of the cooperatives must be carried on and expanded in all 
the districts. Reorganizing the cooperatives must be 
connected to reorganizing production, improving management 
and rs and revamping the management organization at 
all the agricultural cooperatives. The agricultural, 
finance and labor services and the School of Bconomic 
Management must open short-term professional training 
classes for the district cadres. A number of districts are 
opening professional training classes for the directors, 
head accountants and heads of the labor and planning 
subcommittees at the cooperatives. 


The standing committees of the district party committees must 
reinspect the agricultural cooperatives. The districts must 
Classify the cooperatives and find the specific reasons for 
each cooperative. The district agricultural committees are 
responsible for managing things, making plans, ee hey the 
cooperatives whose size must be reevaluated, coordinating 
things with the sectors and sending capable cadres to help 
the primary level installations control the work. The 
district party committee standing committee collectives 
must, after inspecting the cooperatives, decide what to do 
and how to do it and report the final decision to the 
standing committee of the provincial party committee. 
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As for cooperatives with a size of more than 500 hectares, 
if they are expanding well and management is good, they do 
not have to be divided into smaller units but must solidify 
the aspects that are still weak. Conversely, for inferior 
cooperatives, even if less than 500 hectares, the district 
and cooperative must analyze things, determine the causes 
and make a decision about reorganizing things, giving 
Special attention to the wishes of the masses who have 
regqurested that the cooperative be reorganized. 


At present, the province has about 70 to 80 large-scale 
cooperatives that must be reorganized. The province's 
policy is that approximately one-third of the cooperatives 
will have completed the reorganization by the end of 

April 1980. The province is guiding the trial division of 
the Dong Son cooperative in Nam Ninh district into three 
cooperatives and is test dividing a cooperative in Kim 
Thanh district and one in Tam Diep district. 


During the second step, based on the plans for the 
cooperatives that must be reorganized, plans that have been 
approved by the standing committee of the provincial 

party committee, the districts must expand and complete the 
reorganization by September 1980 before the planting of 
the winter crop and the harvesting of the tenth-month crop. 





Merging cooperatives is complex but reorganizing (dividing) 
cooperatives is even more difficult; when the rene geniestion 
is carried out, there must be specific plans and specific 
steps and ways to do things. In making preparations, the 
most important thing is to provide the party members, cadres 
and cooperative members with ideological education and enable 

them to clearly see the essential need for cooperative 
reorganization. Primary party committees must coordinate 
things with the management boards, send people from the 
party committee echelon and management board to take charge 
of each task and establish temporary subcommittees such as the 
‘Ollowirng to help with the work: a subcommittee to guide the 
handling of the property and capital; a subcommittee to 
organize the apparatus; a subcommittee to guide immediate 
production; and so on. In this stage, the following 
juidelines must be thoroughly understood: the primary 
production units must be stabilized and consolidated really 
well so that the units can carry out their production tasks 
in the immediate period and, at the same time, the 
cooperatives must be reorganized in order to simultaneously 
maintain production and carry out the new tasks. 
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There must be close cooperation with the cadres from higher 
echelon sectors -- cadres from the banking, finance, domestic 
affairs and other sectors -- who have come to help and things 
must be under the overall guidance of the district party 
committee member who is in charge of the cooperative. 


After the eratives have been reorganized, the masses will 
be enthusiastic, production will be maintained, negative 
phenomena in the rural areas will greatly decline and the 
land will be fully utilized and will bring clear results.

STATE FARM CONSTRUCTION, EXPANSION OF FARMING AREA DISCUSSED

“Bditorial: “A Major Plan Must Be Implemented Really well” | 


Text) The Council of Ministers has stipulated that in the 
next few years, along with intensively cultivating the 
existing rice area, stepping up the production and 

pr of subsidiary food crops and mobilizing grain 
satisfactorily, the farming area must be urgently expanded 
and estate farms for growing rice must be built. 


The Mekong Delta is a very fertile area but much land is not 
in use and, because of this, the amount of land that can be 
rechaimed and planted in rice amounts to hundreds of thousam’ 
of hectares. Most of the soil here is acid and salty and is 
concentrated in Minh Hai, Kieng Giang, Long An, Dong Thap 

and other provinces. Several years ago, 20 state farms that 
specialized in cultivating rice were built. In 1979, even 
though the weather was harsh, 17 of the state farms had qood 
harvests. The Dong Mai state farm in Minh Hai harvested 


almost 2,000 tons of paddy in salty soil and the average 
yield was 20 quintals per hectare. 


The state farms in the Mekong Delta that grow rice have 
learned a number of lessons concerning reclaiming wasteland, 
building water conservancy projects, improving the fields 
and using suitable varieties of rice. From these experiences, 
tne wasteland reclamation and rice growing capabilities in 
these fallow areas can be affirmed. Concerning land 
reclamation here, if manpower and capital are ded the 
land can be put into production soon and practical’ economic 
results can be achieved. A convenient form is to build 
clusters of state farms to form specialized rice 
cultivation regions. 














The most important task at first is to make basic 
inapections, determine the plans carefully .od make 
suitable investments concefning labor materials and capital. 
Based on the experiences of Minh Hai, small areas must be 
zoned, ditches and canale must be dug, rain water must be 
used to clean the acid and salty soil and fresh water must 
be stored; if these things are done it will certainly be 
possible to grow rice. A number of places have to use 
water pipes to tap the underground water and use it for 
production ond daily life. Depending on the arable land 
conditions and on the water conservancy and s80il preparation 
standards in each place, one or two crops of rice or one 
crop of rice and one crop of subsidiary food crops can be 
grown. The mechanization capabilities here are very 
favorable. The entire rice —_—— operation, from 
preparing the soil, irrigating, sowing to harvesting can 
be mechanized. It is also easy to sow directiy here. When 


oP. a State farm can immediately grow one crop 
of rice. 











Building a series of state farm is an important task. In 
order to @meure success, a series of very detailed tasks 
must be carried out. All the sectors concerned must closely 
coordinate things with each other and reserve exceliet 
cadres for this work. If 100,000 hectares of wasteland are 
reclaimed and two crops of rice are transplanted, the 
state will have a notable amount of grain.

[Text] VNA news: The Ministry of Agriculture is investing in 
capital construction, making plans and providing equipment in 
order to build a 120,000 hectare concentrated grain 
production zone in the Delta, eastern Nam Bo and Tay 
Nguyen with the aim of contributing to solving the grain 
problem in 1980 and the following years. 


In the Mekong Delta, there are 80,000 hectares of rice. Of 
this, Minh Hai Province has 40,000 hectares, Kien Giang has 
20,000 hectares and Long An has 20,000 hectares. The 
subsidiary food cr zone in eastern Nam Bo and a ee: 
vith an area of 40, hectares, is planted mainly var ious 
types of subsidiary food crops such as manioc, corn, sveet 
potatoes and kaoliang. 





Based on the regional construction plans, the Ministry of 
Agricukure and the sectors concerned are building state 
farms. To date, besides the state farms already in existence, 
many new etate farms are being built in Kien Giang, Minh

quintals per hectare. Cho Moi district, the city of Long

TRANSPLANTING OF FIFTH-MONTH AND SPRING RICE HALFWAY COMPLETED 
Hianoi QUAN DOL NHAN DAN in Vietnamese 25 Feb 80 p 1 


[Article by Ho Linh: “By 22 February, the Whole Country Completes Trane- 
planting 50 Percent of Fifth-month and Spring Rice Acreage, Sowing and 
Planting 2] Percent of Secondary and Industrial Crop Acreage") 


(Text! Due to unprecedented prolongment of drought interspersed with bitter 
cold vaves, the soil work, the transplanting of rice, end the sowing and 
planting of secondary and industrial crops for this year's fifth-month 
and epring crop season have met with tremendous difficulties. As measured 
against plen objectives, by 22 February the entire country has transplanted 
50 percent of fifth-month and spring rice acreage (46 percent in the deltas, 
58 percent in the midlands, and 75 percent in the area of the former 4th 
tone), sowed and planted gore than 21 percent of the acreage for spring 
vegetables and secondary crops, but has planted only more than 10 percent 
of the acreage for short-term industrial crops. There remain only about 
10 to 15 days in the echedule for rice transplanting and the sowing and 
planting of vegetables and secondary and industrial crops. To meet plan 
objectives, over 1 million hectares remain to be planted with all crop 
varieties; thie requirement is facing us as a very urgent matter. Even 
over the acreage already transplanted with rice and sowed and planted with 
secondary and industrial crops, particularly with regard to the rice 
peing recently transplanted, coldness has caused the leaves to turn red 

' has kilked some; this requires that weeding, feeding, care, and re- 
transplanting should be performed immediately. As the weather is gradually 
warming up, any delay in transplanting would cause the seedlings to age 
capidly. Experience in keeping track of fifth-month and spring rice during 
the last 10 years indicates that spring rice transplanted in February 
definitely yielde from 3 to 5 quintals more per hectare than if transplanted 
in March. As a result, the provinces should gather all their forces to 
complete transplanting within the first ten days of March in order to 
achieve high productivity and a large volume of production and avoid affecting 
the coming tenth-month and winter crops. The State has authorized the 
ministries and provinces to mobilize all the forces that can be mobilized 
(students, cadres, etc.) for the concentrated sowing and planting of all 


the fifth-month and spring crop acreage. Army units garrisoned throughout 
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the country should marehal their forces to aseist the locality to the best 
of their abilities if they are capable of doing so. 


The schedule for thie year's fifth-month and epring crope is still on, and 
despite weather complications and a shortage of supplies and fertilizers, 
the eoil hae thoroughly weathered, the seedlings have well matured, and 
many localities have worked well on duckweed and organic fertilizers; if 
the whole country etruggles hard to meet the objectives in acreage at all 
coste and devotes iteelf to intensive cultivation, there is no doubt that 
we are going to have a successful fifth-month and epring crop season.

WAl HUNG PROVINCE SETS EXAMPLE IN AGRICULTURE DEVELOPMENT

(Editorial: “Building and Using Well Agriculture's Material-Technical 
bases") 


[Text] After adopting correct guidelines for production, building saterial- 
technical bases and using them well is the way to ensure material conditions 
for the implementation of these guidelines. The initial success of Hai Hung 
Province in intense rice cultivation and in increasing the number of sec- 
ondary crops per year is not isolated from the achievements in building and 
ueing egriculture's material-technical bases. 


To be able to expend sowing and planting acreage, develop 4 new crop pattern, 
and increase biological productivity at the same time certainly requires 


appropriate material-technical bases. Hai Hung considers as prime importance 
the system of water conservancy, the system of seed selection and multipli- 
cation, and the material bases required for the gradual mechanization of 

soll work. Its water conservancy system and network of electric pumps, 

the number of ite tractors, which ensures mechanized soil work for 40 percent 
of the acreage, and ite system of rice and secondary crop seed farms have 
made it possible to limit drought and flooding and expand the acreage 
actually irrigated and drained, neutralized, bleached, and freed from 
svwampiness in the sreas of intensive cultivation, which opened the way for 
che rapid introduction of new, short-term seeds of good productivity into 
production areas and crops, thereby implementing the province's guidelines 

of increasing the volume of grain production. 


The eyetem of agriculture's material-technical bases encompasses the bases 
of each individual cooperative and those common to a large area. In con- 
junction with the building, management, and good use of existing bases, we 
should organize material-technical bases for each individual cooperative in 
*® rational manner, make them solidary with those of surrounding cooperatives 
and with common bases within the confines of the district and the province, 
and at the same time strengthen the system of management responsibility 

with regard to material-technical bases in order to be able to centralize 
and unify operations as required to develop the results of our undertakings. 
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In Hai Hung, in addition to the movement of competition with progressive 
cooperatives such as An Binh, Cam Dinh, Thang Long, Gia Tan, Pham Kha, and 
Duc Hop, there are many fairly intense sovemente of competition among 
technical management unite. Competition with the Cau Ghe water conservancy 
complex, for example, is aimed at using the province's 310 electric pump 
stations to the maximum of their planned capacities, reducing the cost of 
expenditures, and serving the new production guidelines. Competition with 
tractor operator Bui Nang Quan, which strives for a goal of 1,000 hectares 
per year per tractor and a good rapport with the cooperative, has the 
purpose of mobilising ten tractor stations and their 684 tractors, exploiting 
the efficiency of machinery, and making soil work fast, well-done, and on 
echedule. The mgovement of competition with the Dien Whi seed fare is aimed 
at stimulating good sanagement: among district and provincial seed farms and 
contributing to the conservation and selection of seeds for main crop 
production, based on the crop rotation and gulticropping forms. The 
abovementioned competition movements work together to implement one guide- 
line of production and to create « combined strength of workers and farmers 
ae a collective and of scientific and technical cadres for the purpose of 
best exploiting existing material-technical bases for the service of 
production. 


The system of primary material-technical bases in Hai Bung's agriculture 
has been and is developing ite effect in a positive manner; it serves as the 
baste from which agricultural production is gradually soving up along che 
direction of large-scale socialist production. Each step in strengthening 
the development and use of material-technical bases soves agriculture one 
further etep ahead. 


The development of material-technical bases in many areas of the province 

has not yet been synchronized and the use of ones in 

is still riddle with waste. Pump and tractor stations have been used at

for the processing of fertilizers. The seed system does not yet work

AGRICULTURAL REPORTS FROM BEN TRE, HAU GLANG PROVINCES 
Hanoi NHAN DAN in Vietnamese 19 Mar 80 p 1 


[Article: “Ben Tre Works on Water Conservancy, Transforms 47,000 Hectares 
of Saline Soil; Haw Giang Consolidates and Develops Production Companies") 


[Text] (VHA News) Out of a total of sore than 90,000 hectares of ite rice 
land, Ben Tre Province has more than 47,000 hectares located in areas of 
saline and half-ealine water and concentrated in the districts of Thanh 
Phu, Be Tri, and Binh Dai; for many years, it was able to work only one 
rice crop, and productivity was low. These districts have been actively 
working on water conservancy and soil transformation to support intensive 
cultivation. 


The districts projected agricultural water conservancy works on a district 
baeis, building gore than one thousand kilometers of dike to contain salt 
water elong the Cuw Dai, Ba Lai, Ham Luong, and Co Chien Rivers, many locks 
and deme at the inlets of all rivers that flow in from the saline areas, 
and «a syetem of canals and ditches to channel fresh water for the irrigation 
of more than 10,000 hectares and for the drainage and leaching of thousands 
of other hectares. The province added electric pump stations at An Hoc 
(Binh Dei), Tan Trung (Mo Cay), and Dai Dien (Thanh Phu) to provide irri- 
gation water for more than 5,000 hectares of land located in saline and 
half-ealine areas. The districts also provided guidance for cooperatives, 
production companies, and farmers to build small water conservancy works, 
to deacidify, dealkalize, and stabilize irrigation water sources {or each 
individual area of production development. 


Due to good initial works in water conservancy and soil transformation, 

in 1979 the districts of Thanh Phu, Binh Dai, and Ba Tri sowed and trans- 
planted more than 10,000 hectares of rice, increased the number of crops, 
end planted more than 7,500 hectares of secondary crops on land with sandy 
soi. or not suitable for rice cultivation; the volume of grain produced, 
therefore, increased substantially. In the 1979-1980 winter-spring crop 
season, they increased sowing and transplanting by almost 4,000 hectares as 
compared to the previous season. 


In 1979, despite difficulties and complexities, the province of Hau Giang 
made a great deal of effort in agriculture transformation, especially in 
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the development of production companies. Without exception, every district 
managed to activate good production companies, and their development 
proceeded ia accordance with guidelines. The number of companies which 
went into collective production and came into being according to a dietri- 
bution-by-labor echeme during thie tenth-month rice season has increased 
twofold compared to the last summer-fall season. Many companies and 
cooperatives have organized work on water concervancy; they have used new 
seeds and certain intensive cultivation techniques to boost production, 
improve the people's living, and fulfill their duties toward the State. 


In addities to agricultural production companies, Hau Giang also developed 
45 machine companies with a total of 452 machines, which represents 80 
percent of machines still serviceable in the province. 


Hau Giang still has certain weak aspects to overcome in agriculture trans- 
formation. Its development movement is not uniform, at times it proceeds 
too superficially just to comply with orders. The cadre ranks in companies 
are still unstable. The consolidation of weak companies has not been done 
in time and lacks concrete measures. From the province to the district 
level, all committees, sectors, and mass organizations have yet to work 
actively for the agriculture transformation movement. 


Developing the results and experience gathered so far, in 1980 Hau Giang 
advocates the continued stepping up of agriculture transformation in a 
positive and firm manner, with an appropriate step-by-step approach; it 
will strengthen education to help farmers understand clearly the policy 

of collective production, become encouraged, and volunteer to build the 
collectivization movement. Of immediate concern, it will devote itself to 
consolidating the existing companies, particularly with regard to those 
still considered weak and inferior. At the same time, it will positively 
prepare everything that is required to develop additional production 
companies, consolidating them as they are being developed.

IMPEDIMENTS TO ANIMAL HUSBANDRY 
Hanoi NWHAN DAN in Vietnamese 22 Mar 80 p 3 


[Readers Write Letters Column: “There Are Still Impediments to Animal 
Husbandry") 


[Text] The animal husbandry policy of the Council of Ministers having 
been promulgated, a number of localities have carried it out quite well 

and many cooperatives have seen their cattle herds rapidly increase in 
number, and have strongly developed the breeding of pigs and domestic fowl. 
There are, however, many localities where the leadership in this area still 
lacks depth and fails to be concrete. There are even cases where coopera- 
tives come up with their own policies and regimes, thus causing impediments 
to the movement for animal husbandry. At other localities, many buffaloes 
and cows were left to die last winter because of lack of food and care- 
lessness. 


Comrade Tran Ngoc Mo (a member of the armed forces) has this to say: The 
Nuong Gian Cooperative (Yen Dung district, Ha Bac Province) decided that 
each family must sell to the State 2 kilograms of domestic fowl, if not 
it must pay a fine of 8 kilograms of paddy! The cooperative members were 
forced to go and buy chicken or duck at high cost in order to sell to the 
State. After fulfilling its quota, the cooperative distributed the re- 
maining fowl to the production brigades and to various sectors in the 
cooperative so that they can organize a feast! 


Comrade Nguyen Minh Ton (Vinh Lac district, Vinh Phu Province) complains: 
The board of directors of Phuong Khoan cooperative (district of Lap Thach) 
has a provision that no family could raise more than 4 ducks, should any- 
one go over that number he would be fined 5 dong per month per extra duck! 


A number of villages in Xuan Thuy d strict (Ha Nam Ninh Province) have 
assigned pork quotas that are vastly higher than the quot# assigned by the 
district. The extra amount of pork delivered by the villages is used by 
the village and cooperative cadres for festivities, some even go so far as 
to use it to supplement the amount that they still owe as their part or 

to make “connection” with others! Then there are those villages which 








aeeign pork delivery quotas to families which do not belong among those 
having the duty to sell food to the State. Those who do not fulfill the 
quotas are fined, for each kilogram of pork not delivered, from 4 to 5 
kilograms of paddy which are then taken from their monthly allowances! 
(According to Comrade Thien Dan's letter, Ha Nam Ninh Province) 


The new policy regarding the breeding of cattle having been promulgated, 
the people are extremely enthused. But a number of localities have not 
broadcast the policy far and wide, they provide only perfunctory guidance, 
thus not creating the conditions for the cooperative members to do animal 
breeding. The Yen Lac Cooperative (Thieu Yen district, Thanh Hoa Pro- 
vince) has many good grazing grounds such as graveyards and meadows. But 
the cooperative decides that it is illegal for people to raise cattle on 
their own, anyone caught doing the same is fined 5 dong per month! The 
cooperative's idea is to organize its own, concentrated cattle raising 
team of 40 strong persons. Unfortunately, this cattle herd does not mul- 
tiply too much and many of the animals are thin and weak because of poor 
attention. On the other hand, many families have extra hands such as 


old people and children who can do the herding and yet are not being uti- 
lized. 


A number of cooperatives in Ben Hai district (Binh Tri Thien Province) 
such as Cam Thuy, Cam Chinh, and Cam Nghia still have not seen animal 
breeding develop as a movement among the population. The cows that are 
raised in concentrated fashion are found to be weak, non productive, and 
threaten even to be inadequate as draft power. The villages and the co- 
operatives have not paid attention to restoring the family-raised herd. 
The district of Le Ninh last winter had 200 cows die. At Ben Hai district 
there are some villages with as much as 40 cows that die. Here there was 
even the bad habit of killing the animal and then claiming that it was 
because of the cold! Even more serious is the fact that mamy cooperatives 
let their draft animals be stOlen. This was the case of Huong Dien dis- 
trict, Van Xuan hamlet and Xuan Long village (Hue). 


The readers suggest that the various Party echelons, the local governments 
and the agricultural committees investigate the above described situation, 
have sanctions against those who take advantage of their positions to 
issue incorrect policies, thus adversely affecting the interest of the 
people. At the same time there must be measures to guide the cooperatives 
in taking care of their shortcomings and correct), ‘smenting the ani- 
mal husbandry policy of the State, both in the c \ gector and in 
the case of cooperative members families.

NEED TO PRODUCE GREEN MANURE DISCUSSED 
Hanoi NHAN DAN in Vietnamese 10 Apr 80 p 1 


(Editorial: “Enrich the Soil In Order to Increase the 
Yields" } 


[Text] Fertilizer is a key technical factor in agricultural 
production. Not only does it determine the yield of the crop 
just planted but it maintains the yields of future crops. 
Along with water conservancy measures, constantly increasing 
the quantity and quality of the fertilizer means creating the 
conditions necessary in order to widely apply progressive 
technical measures such as plowing at the proper depth, using 
new high-yield varieties, planting or transplamting closely 
and increasing the number of crops per year. 


By exploiting the favorable conditions of a tropical 
climate, we can implement a crop rotation system between 
rice and short-term green-manure plants. Green manure, like 
stable manure, conta nutrients necessary for crops and im- 
proves the physical and chemical aspects of the soil, helps 
disolve substances that are difficult to disolve and draws 


to the surface those nutrients that the rain has washed deep 
into the ground. 


Green manure is composed of stems, leaves, roots and live 
plants that can be mixed with stable manure or composted. 
Some green-manure plants such as duckweed can be harvested 

2 to 3 months after planting; other green-manure plants such 
as sesbania, "“dieng dieng,” three-leaf senna [ muong ba la] 
and plants of the legume family can be harvested 5 to 7 


months after planting. Every area can grow many types of 
green manure plants. 


The capabilities for growing green-manure plants are very 
great but they have not been grown in every area and they do 
not account for a large percentage of the fertilizer. In our 
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entire crop growing area in general, a system using three 
types of fertilizer can be used: one part stable manure, one 
part green manure and one part industrial fertilizer. Or the 
proportions can be changed depending on the crops and soil 
but must include these three main elements. To do this, the 
ewe plant growing system must be set clearly so that 
t is in accord with the livestock raising system and things 
must be calculated on the basis of units of crop growing land. 
For example, each hectare planted in rice must have four hogs 
and several sao of green-ganure plants. The entire country 
presently has almost 6 million hectares planted in grain 
crops. There are only slightly more than 10 million hogs. The 
total area planted in green-manure plants does not reach 
200,000 hectares. Many very valuable green-manure plants have 
good growing periods but in just a short time the periods 
quickly come to an end because the specific policies are not 
carried out resolutely or correctly. 


In order to promote intensive cultivation and multicropping 
and expand the farming area, effective measures must be 
implemented in order to quickly increase the three main 
types of fertilizer mentioned above. The villages and 
districts can actively implement the proper measures and 
policies to expand animal husbandry and the planting of 
green-manure plants. 


Planting green-manure plants, like raising livestock and 
building water conservancy projects, must be organized really 
well in all the cooperatives. If only appeals are made and 

if things are guided sketchily, it will never be possible to 
have millions or tens of millions of tons of fertilizer 

for the fields. Regardless of whether there is enough 
chemical fertilizer, green manure is an indispensable element 
for the crop growing land.

The engineering and metals sector is still experiencing a shortage of 
essential materials but our import capabilities are very limited. 


There are still many difficulties with regard to our living standards. 


However, we still have basic advantages: 








We are living in an era in which the world sctentific-technical revolution 
ie taking place at a very rapid pace and on 4 vast, comprehensive scale. 
Sctence has become a direct production force. 


Our country ie a member of COMECON, eo it has favorable conditions for 
participating in specialization and cooperativization, and is capable of 
and has the preconditions for quickly reducing the gaps between our coun- 
try and the other countries in the socialist bloc in the economic and 
ectentific-technical spheres. 


Since our country is in the tropical region and has rich natural resources 
and a large labor force that is diligent and creative, we have conditions 
for creating leading sectore that have a distinctive Vietnamese flavor. 


il. The Direction and Objectives of Scientific-technical Activities Until 
1985 


They will be based on the resolution of the Fourth Party Congress and on 
the resolutions of the second, third, fourth and fifth plenume of the party.

Strengthen its management, practicing absolute economy, and exploit all 
latent capabilities regarding machinery and equipment, raw materials and 
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materials, and labor. Reorganize, improve, and expand the old enterprises; 
and concentrate on completing and bringing into operation a number of 
important enterprises, in order to further strengthen the material bases 
of the engineering and metals sector. 


Assimilate the ecientific-technical accomplishments of the world, espe- 
cially of the fraternal socialist countries; improve the skills and 
abilities of the scientific-technical cadres in order te rapidly stabil- 
ize and raise the technical level of production; and gracually master 
advanced science and technology in order to resolve the present situation 
of low quality and labor productivity, while also researching probleme 
of a distinctive nature of the Vietnamese engineering and metals sector. 


The objective of all scientific-technical and production activities of the 
engineering and metals sector is to advance toward supplying sufficient 
quantities of high-quality labor implements, and meet most of the spare 
parte needs of the economic sector. The engineering sector must produce 
many miscellaneous machines and equipment items, as well as complete units, 
to serve the economic sectors, especially to serve the agricultural, 
forestry, fishing light industry, and foodstuffs sectors, and exports. 


The mining and metals sector must step up mining, do a good job of main- 
taining the existing equipment and machinery, do a good job of assimilat- 
ing and using new technical equipment and advanced technology in the modern 
installations that will be built, bring those installations into stable 
production and attain the planned technical levels and design capacities, 
in order to provide increasingly greater quantities of “food” for the 
engineering sector and for export. 


After establishing the direction and goals of scientific-technical activi- 
ties until 1985, Comrade Tran Lum discussed the principal scientific- 
technical contents until 1985. With regard to engineering, he made 
the following determinations: 


Contents of Engineering Sector's Scientific-Technical Work Until 1985 


During future years, the scientific-technical work must do a good job of 
fulfilling the following missions: 


l. Study the Reorganization of Production in the Existing Bases 


The goals of the reorganization of production is to develop the existing 
material-technical bases to the maximum extent, in order to step up 
cooperativization and specialization in production. The principal contents 
of the scientific-technical work in this sphere are to study the organi- 
zation of complete, balanced production lines, with high productivity and 
high quality, and to assure that the enterprises operate with high 
economic effectiveness. 
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2. Rapidly Stabilize and Raise the Technical Level in Engineering Produc- 
tion 


The technical level of engineering production directly influences the 
quality of products, labor productivity, and the depletion of materials 
and equipment. 


The technical level of production is manifested first of all in the tech- 
nical solutions and the factors necessary to implement those solutions. 


Since nearly all of our equipment and mach! are all-purpose in nature, 
and because of our poverty with regard to «) ‘ng machines, cutting tools, 
measuring inetruments, etc., we cannot noticeably raise the technical 
level. In order to overcome that situation we must resolve many problems, 
such as: 


With regard to casting technology, bringing such modern smelting furnaces 
as high-frequency and medium-frequency reverberatory furnaces, and contin- 
uous casting systems, into stable production; studying the standardization 
of the die-making materials; and supplying clay and sand for mold making 
that meet standards. Applying open casting and pressure casting tech- 
niques and increase the making of precision casts of some engineering 
products by means of the lost-wax process. Die-making must be mechanized 
in some casting departments. 


With regard to forge technology, bringing such large forges as models EK-93 
and EK-25, horizontal forges, and mold forges of at least the 1-5T size into 
operation to increase labor productivity and economize on materials. As 
regards the various kinds of gear wheel dies and some other dies, increase 
the mold forging ratio to 80 percent, in place of free forging. Increase 
the life of forging molde to 5,000 to 8,000 pieces per mold (now the range 
ie only 500 to 1,000 pieces per mold) by means of good hot-forging tech- 
niques and the selection of appropriate mold materials and types. 


With regard to cutting technology we must: 
\dd new shaping machines and replace the old ones. 


Widely employ air pressure and hydraulic pressure in the shaping machines 
and equipment for the manuiacture of engineering products. 


Decign and manufacture combination machines and highly specialized 
machines. With regard to such mass-produced products as D12 and Bong 
Sen tractors, we must increase the quantity of such equipment to 20 to 
30 percent of the factories’ total equipment. 


Do a good job of utilizing such special production machinery as lasers, 
ultrasonic machines, and programmed machines to resolve problems in die- 
making, cleaning, and the manufacture of difficult items. 











Introduce a number of highly mechanized or partly automated production 
lines for use in mass production. 


Attain the stable production of, and attain COMECON standards for, the 
various kinds of standard cutting equipment. 


Achieve the clean essembly of products on assembly lines. 


Increase the number and precision of the measurement instruments in the 
production departmer increase the degree of precision in the manufac- 
ture of component p...s in order to attain the designed technical require- 
ments, assure interchangeability within the enterprise and in other enter- 
prises. 


Utilize advanced, highly accurate measurement methods and instruments 
(such as air-pressure gages) in the production of high-pressure sprayers 


and pumps, etc. 
3. Do a Good Job of Utilizing the Latent Capabilities of Existing Equipment 


Increase the average utilization ratio from between .35 and .4 to between 

.6 and .7; repair and restore the valuable, expensive equipment that has 
broken down and return it to production. Completely mobilize to serve 
production the equipment that is still piled up in factories and warehouses. 


4. Economize on Materials and Replace Imported Materials 


We must invest in technology, improve designs, and improve techniques in 
order to increase the utilization ratio of useful materials (especially 

the valuable, scarce materials that must be purchased with foreign exchange 
and imported). We must study the manufacture and use of the various kinds 
of domestic materials in order to reduce imports, and organize the recycling 
of the various kinds of steel, iron, brass, aluminum, and other castings. 


We must do a good job of fixing materials norms in production. 
5. Improve Product Quality 


The objective of the scientific-technical work is to assure that all the 
engineering products attain 100 percent of the quality norms set by Viet- 
namese standards. It is necessary tofurther improve product quality. the 
durability and reliability of such products as the various types of diesel 
engines and the various types of tractors, pumping machines, electric 
motors, and machine tools. In addition, there must be plans to produce new 
products in order to improve the technical characteristics and economic- 
technical norms of old products which are backward in comparison to the 
world standards, such as the various kinds of electric machines, the vari- 
ous kinds of pumping machines, and a number of machine tools, and create 
conditions for their utilization with higher economic effectiveness, and 
facilitate cooperation with other countries. 
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6. Assimilate and Bring Into Stable Production Expanded Installations and 
New Installations in Order To Rapidly Attain Their Design Capacities 


During the coming period, we must simultaneously carry out new construction 
and improve and expand many inetallations, including such large installa- 
tions as the factory manufacturing Long Bien tractors, Machine Tool Factory 
No 2, concentrated forging installations, etc. Those installations require 
not only a large amount of equipment and many technical workers and cadres, 
but also a good deal of complicated scientific-technical work. Therefore, 
we must have good organization in order to, from the very beginning, grasp 
the economic-technical contents, technological solutions, and production 
organization presented in the economic-technical treatises, as well as the 
succeeding phases in capital construction. By taking many steps (such as 
self-study, on-the-job training, inviting foreign technicians to our coun- 
try to help out, etc) we must assimilate as well as possible the scientific- 
technical and technical management matters regarding those installations in 
order to, on that basis, do a good job of preparing for production, bring 
those installations into stable production, and rapidly attain their 
designed capacities. 


7. Strengthen Economic Management 
Complete the set of standards regarding the machine-building enterprises. 


Perfect the system of economic management regulations based on a division 
into three echelons: the ministry, the corporations (or enterprise com- 
bines), and enterprises. 


Assuming that 100 percent of the products meet technical specifications 
and pass inspection. The inspections must be high-quality and strict, in 
order to eliminate carelessness and sloppiness in production. 


Promulgating and implementing policies to stimulate the development of 
scientific-technical activities. 


Applying the policies of the party and state to provide material and 
spiritual rewards and incentives for the application of technical advances 
‘n production, increasing productivity, improving quality, and economizing 
on materials and labor. Promulgating, or recommending that the state pro- 
mulgate, amend, or supplement, a number of specific systems to stimulate 
the development of science and technology, such as: 


--a system of rewards for scientific-technical cadres who complete their 
scientific-technical research projects; 


--a more rational system of salaries according to both function and level; 
--a policy of compelling production bases to make improvements, introduce 


new products, and regularly apply to production technical advances and 
the accomplishments of scientific-technical research. 














The application of graduated price policies based in order to stimulate 
high-quality production, etc. 


III. Conclusion 


When we review all of the scientific-technical and economic management 
activities of the Ministry of Engineering and Metals during the recent 
period, we can clearly discern a number of accomplishments, and the maturi- 
zation, of the scientific-techmical forces. At the same time, we can dis- 
cern the remaining problems, which have restricted the role of science and 
technology and caused the scientific-technical work not to be tied in closely 
with production or to meet the requirements of the economy. 


The present situation demands that we further concentrate our present and 
future strength and ability in order to solve the basic problems now being 
encountered in the scientific-technical revolution in the engineering and 
metals sector. 


In the future we will have to deal with the many scientific-technical and 
technical management problems related to large, complicated projects. The 
scientific-technical cadres, workers, and managers of the engineering and 
metals sector must undergo a strong all-round transformation with regard 
to their consciousness, work ability, scientific-technical knowledge, work- 
style, and quality. 


Only thereby can we truly contribute to the good fulfillment of the three 
revolutions: the revolution in production relationships, the scientific- 
technical revolution, and the cultural-ideological revolution, the most 
crucial of which is the scientific-technical revolution, and contribute 
practically to the development of the collective mastership system and of 
the socialist industrializationof the homeland.

ABUSES IN COLLECTIVE HOUSING COMPLEX AIRED

[Text] First. When work on the house was completed many people who had not 
signed a lease moved in illegally. There was no one to prevent them from 
doing so or to look into the matter. Nor was there anyone to collect rents 
although barely 2 years have elapsed. 


Second. Residents illegally installed hookups to main power lines without 
bothering to apply for a power meter, enjoying unrestricted use of electricity 
for regrigerators, welding equipment, hot plates and lighting fixtures... 

free of charge. Billing is impossible because no one knows how much elect- 
ricity is consumed and by whom. 


Third. Households and cooperative teams illegally excavated the roadway to 
reach the water pipes, breaking valves open and connecting them with indi- 
vidual plumbing. Considerable water wastes have led to shortages in the entire 
area. 


Fourth. Many households rear hogs, dogs and chickens on the upper floors 
(of the high-rise). Due to water scarcity, sewers have become clogged, re- 
sulting in a serious impact on hygienic conditions. 


ritth. In this housing block, there are a half dozen cassette recorders which 
would erupt at any time of the day or night into a din or tearful whine. That 
headache-causing ringing sound would at times give way to the jangle of 
gamblers quarrelling in the night. 


Commenting on these striking conditions in house B2 of the Van Chuong collective 
housing complex, a retired cadre who is also a party member, told our re- 
porter, “These are the five ‘freedoms’ of B2, but the ‘freedoms’ which must 

be ended.” 


here is my comment: 
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The five abovementioned things are highly visible. That is why the radio 
station once discussed them, and why the press once exposed them. Not all 
households, cadres and workers living there are "free" that way; many have, 
on the contrary, expressed dissatisfaction. However, these abuses have con- 
tinued to exist and have showed no signs of decreasing. Local officials are 
also aware of the situation. But no remedial measures have been taken. The 
reason is that a solution to these negative phenomena calls for coordination 
between many branches although B2 is only one among many houses of the Van 
Chuong colléctive housing complex. In addition to strengthening mass organ- 
izations and raising the people's role in collective ownership, "The Builder" 
takes the liberty to ask the comrade chairman of the Dong Da street ward 
people's committee to personally handle the matter, hoping that his presence 
will bring an end to these abuses.
